Phillips, Wis., July 2.—At daybreak this 
gorning a dense smoke covered an area ofr 
forest a hundred” miles square and the 
certer Was this desolate, fire-swept little 
city. More than 2,50 persons have Heda 
to the forest or to the villages near by. 
The town this morning was @ heap of 
ruins and the smoke was so dense that the 
headlight of a locomotive could not be 
seen fifty feet away. Three relief trains 
reached Phillips soon after 6 o'clock this 
mrning. One was in charge of Governor 
George W. Peck and his staff. The second 
c.me-from Stevens Point, in charge of 
Frank Lamoreaux and Crosby Grant, and 
the third from Marshfield, in charge of 
Major H. W. Upham, republican nominee 
for governor. 

Provisions for the Destitute. 

As soon as he arrived Governor Peck call- 
ed his staff together and ditected the work 
of unloading the provisions. There were 
several carioads of food and a warehouse 
was opened in one of the few buildings 
that are left standing in the town. Through 
the dense smoke Governor Peck started out 
on a tour of inspection, He soon found 
two walls of masonry which marked the 
place where two banks had stood. On in- 
quiry it was learned. that the vaults of 
the banks contained . $42,000 and Governor 
Peck immediately swore in a dozen men 
to guard the money in the vauits. They 
were armed with Winchesters and ordered 
to remain on duty in two shifts, day and 
night. 
The loss by the great conflagration in 
its entirety is difficult to estimate. Uut 
of 8 buildings in the town, only thirty- 
seven remain. B. W. Davis, of the Davis 
Lumber Company, estimates the total loss 
at with searcely half of the full 
amount covered by insurance. The Davis 
Lumber Company lost $500,000, fully in- 
sured. The next largest loss is that of 
the Fayette-Shaw. Tannery Company, op- 
erating one of the largest tanneries in the 
United States. The tannery was destroyed 
with its stock, aggregating a loss of nearly 
21.00. The Blatz Brewing Company,” or 
Milwaukee, had a distributing depot here, 
which was destroyed, with a loss of $3,000. 

The Loss of Life. * 

There is no way of estimating the num- 
ber of lives lost in the fire, and even after 
forty-nine hours haye passed no one can 
be found who ventutes an opinion of the 
loss of life. When the people fied be- 
fore the wave of fire they became sepa- 
rated and can give no account of each 
other. 

It is known that sixteen persons per- 
ished on a raft that burned in -the ‘bayou. 
A bridge or trestle crossed the bayou, and 
when the supports of this bridge were. 
burned away it fell. Women and children 
were crossing at the time, and some must 
have perished. , , 

The charred body of Anton F. Lentzer 
can be seen in the wreck of a brick chim- 
hey. The man wes attempting to carry 
his trunk from a btirning dwelling, when 
the brick chimney fell oh him, crushing out 
his life. 

As the fire swept towards the bridge a 
number of children were seen to take ref- 
uge in the big lumber yard. . Their cries 
were heard by others who fled towards the 
Water, but the children have never been 
found. f 

Of the sixteen persons who lost thei 
lives on the \raft that burned in the 
bayou, eight are yet in the water. The 
body of Frank Closs, a machinist, was 
found under a pile of driftwood at noon 
today. The bodies of his wife and chil- 
cren were recovered afterward. aS P.- 

Searching for the Drowned. 

Dynamite was exploded all day in the 
bayou, and a number of bodies were raised 
by this means. Jim Lock’s body was 
brought to the gurface. He was ‘the 
butcher who was drowned with his child 
in his arms.

LARGE FIRE IN NEW YORK, 


A Large Building Destroyed—The 
Firms Brrned Out. — 

New York, July.29.—The building at the 
southwest corner of Fulton and Golda 
streets, and numbered from 82 to 8 Fulton 
street, was gutted by fire this afternodn. 
This building was occupied by -various 
firms, including two manufactories of 
chemical articles, some of which added 
largely to the rapid spread of the flames. 
Five alarms were sent out in quick succes- 
sion, bringing twenty-five engines and two 
water towers to the scene. After about 
two and a half hours’ hard work the fire- 
men succeeded “in getting the fire under 
contrel. The loss will amount to about

Pittsfield, Mass., July 29.—After an ex- 
cessively warm morning this city was vis- 
ited ‘this afternoon by a succession of se- 
vere thunder storms, which killed one man, 
shocked several others and wrought havoc 
‘generally. At Thomas island, Onota lake, 
George B. Castle, aged twenty-eight years, 
was instantly killed, and Charles Jonnson,

Lightning Strikes a Steeple. | 
Norwich, Conn., July 29.—Lightning struck 
the steeple of the Broadway Congrega- 
tional church, in this city, at noon. The 
steeple is 198 feet high, and a big slice 
three feet wide and sixty feet in length was 
torn out of it. The falling bricks crashed 
through the roof and made-a hole six feet 
in diameter in the ceiling. A pedestrian 
was slightly injured by falling bricks. 


SHOT BY THE SENTINEL. 


He Called on the Man to Halt and 
Afterward Fired. 

C.icago, July 29.—Private Chambers, of 
Company B, spilled the first blood last night 
in the Pullman campaign. He shot a man 
who was walking through the Michigan 
Central freight yards at Kensington. The 
usual command to halt was given three 
times, but the intruder did not stop. Pri- 
vate Chambers fired one shot in the air, 
and followed it. by another that struck the 
man in the right arm’ just below the shoul- 
der and came out near the wrist. At the 
‘hospital he gave his name as P. Kenne. 
He is a Dane, formerly employed in the 
packing house at Hammond, and told Sur- 
geon Adams that he did not understand 
what the sentinel’s command to halt meant.

SUFFOCATED IN A CLOSET. 


Three Boys in Hartford Meet with a 
Horrible Death. 

Hartford, Conn., July 29.—The three 
Guinean children who strayed away from 
their home on Broad street, this city, 
Tbursday afternoon, have been found and 
al} three are dead. Chief of Police Bell gave 
orders that all the cars about thie depot and 
freight yards be thoroughly searnhed. A 
few minutes after 10 o’clock, policemen who 
had been searching cars in the yard of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road for about two hours, came to @ Ca- 
boose,. from which sickening odors came. 
They burst open the door, snd the stench, 
which had been strong before, became al- 
most overwhi:Iming. Keeping on at their 
work -of investigation, the officers traced 
the smell to the closet which trainmen use 
as a clothes press, and breaking open the 
door, they found the three little bodies, 
naked and mangled by rats. 

Freddie, the four-year-old, lay at the bot- 
tom. On him was Raymond, nine years old, 
and on top of both was Leroy, seven y?ars 
old. Under the three bodies were the few 
garments the boys wore when thvy left 
home. 

At the autopsy this afternoon, nothing 
was found to indicate violence. The con- 
dition of the lungs indicated death by suffo- 
cation, and the absence of contusion and oth- 
er marks about the neck preclude the sus- 
picion Of strangulation. 

The theory is that the little fellows ran 
into the car to hide from a passing police- 
man Thursday aft2rnoon, and that the door 
of the closet swung to and caught them in 
with the spring lock. The closet is five feet 
high, and its fivot space is 28x15 inches. It 
is impossible that the little boys could have 
lived long in such a confined space, and 
¢he doctors think they became unconscious 
in about fifteen minutes, and that they did 
not live more than fifty minutes after the 
dodr was locked on them) 

It is suppos:d that the three boys had 
taken off their clothes to play going in 
swimming, as that idea was in their minds 
when they left home. :

ago Chancellor von Caprivi sent his in- 
Structions to the German ministers in Tokio 
and Pekin. He told them to support strong- 
ly England's initiate to restore peace be- 
tween China and Japan, and in the event 
of continued hostilities to maintain an at- 
titude of absolute neutrality, 
The Japanese legation here received yes- 
terday dispatches announcing that active 
hostilities had begun. At the Chinese lega- 
tion, however, the officials stjll persisted in 
assuming that the dispute would be settled 
without war. The Pekin government either 
neglects to inform its Berlin representative 
of current events or the Chinese minister 
distorts the official dispatches sent to him. 
The consensus of official opinion is that a 
prolonged war is at hand, and that. Euro- 
pean efforts to restore peace wijll be futile. 
This is the opinion of diplomatists best ac- 
quainted with eastern politics, 
Here’s a Brilliant Idea. 


'The press comments on the situation re- 
veal some novel views. For instance, The 
Post, familiarly known as “the diplomatists’ 
organ,’’ turns on the United States govern- 
ment with the words: 

“There is no doubt that the Americans 
covet territory in east Asia and see in the 
present crisis an opportunity. Califurnians 
are especially eager for a foothold on the 
east Asiatic coast, and naturally feel a 
Stronger attraction toward that territory 
than do e southern states. They are 
linked by the ocean with Asiatic trading in- 
terests. Americans who look far ahead now 
desire to create in Japan a point of vantage 
Therefore, 
they back Japan against China, unmindful 


irreparable shock to'the much-lauded and 
natural friendship between Russia and the 
United States.’’

Count Botho Eulenburg, 
the tory premier of Prussia, leads the minis- 
terial group who demand exceptional laws 
to stop the spread of anarchy and social 
democratic propaganda. Dr. Hinz-Peter, 
once the emperor’s tutor, is said to be ex- 
erting all his influence in favor of Eulen- 
burg’s proposals. The emperor is said to be 
undecided. While inclined to favor repress- 
ive laws, he fears to oppose Chancellor von 
Caprivi, who undoubtedly would résign his 
office the moment the Eulenburg pro- 
gramme should be adopted. One way. out of 
the dilemma has been suggested—probably 
at the empefor’s instance—and that is to 
lay the whoh» subject before fhe federated 
council, not in the form of a bill, but merely 
as a matter for discussion. The opinion of 
the federal governments could be obtained 
thus, without the imperial government 
being committed to any definite policy. 

Switzerland’s Anti-Anarchist Law. 


The Swiss law against anarchists went 
into effect on ‘Wednesday. The first case in 
which it was applied was that of Paul Sis- 
ternas, a notorious anarchist, who was ex- 
He sought ref-. 
uge in Geneva and there he continued to 
plot. Under the new law he was expelled. 
The German newspapers contrast such de- 
cisive action of the free little republic .in 
handling revolutionists with the selfish poli- 
cy of England. The Swiss law is certain- 
ly severe enough to please the most reac- 
tionary Prussian. It provides five years’ 
imprisonment for everybody convicted of 
inciting acts which imperil human life, 
or working to upset the present social and 
political order. It penalizes heavily the 
manufacture and the illegal possession of 
explosives. It gives the government power 
to expel any native or foreign anarchists, / 
or punish anybody failing to denounce those 
who are known to be plotting anarchal 
crimes. 

The editors of German social democratic 
*’ournals printed in Zurich and Basel. are 
preparing to move their offices, probably to 
London. The conservative journals here 
praise Switzerland for passing this law, 
which they regard as an example to Ger- 
many.

Washington, July 29.—Several reports re- 
garding the plague in China have been re- 
ceived at the marine hospita) bureau. Sec- 
retary Denny, of the United States legation, 
says that at Canton, a novel and thorough- 
ly Chinese method of checking the disease 
was hit upon. A fortune telJor, having giv- 
en out that the plague would die away 
with the approach of the spring solstice, the 
people in Canton, in order to deceive the 
gods of sickness, made the first day of the 
fourth moon, May 5th, their New Year day. 
Every ceremony by which the day is cele 
brated was gone through with scrupulous 
exactitude. The authorities insisted in this 
farcical performance. , The New Year’s fes- 
tivities in the presence of such widespread 
d2ath, had a somewhat ghastly character. 

Consul Seymour, writing from Canton, 
says: 

“Everything continues in wild confusion, 


in nearly all part of Canton during this 7 
plague and has remained at his’ post 
through it all, and is persuaded that, with 
th: observance of proper precautions, es- 
pecially in securing a supply of pure water 
for cooking and washing, and for flushing 
drains in times of drought, there should be 
no such thing as this plague, except where 
natives, in congested localities, caus: pollue 
tion of the air by over-crowding and filth 
and violation of sanitary conditions for 
safety.

Teriible Increi 


Since its appearance in Hong Kong, the 
epidemic, which is unquestionably the gen- 
uine bubonic plague of the most malignant 
type, has steadily jncreased, until, by the 
latest reliable advices, the mortality is cer- 
tainly over one hundred per diem, and this 
despite thie fact that at least one hundred 
thousand Chinese and many Europeans have 
evacuated the place—the former in many 
cases leaving on feeling thic first symptoms 
of disease, in the hope of dying jn their 
native villages. At least a dozen Europeans 
have been attacked, most of them succumb- 
ing. = 

From Canton and Hong Kong the disease 
is spreading throughout the neighboring 
country, and will, probably, in a short time 
appear in the coast towns of China to the 
northward of Hong Kang, for, partly from 
the carelessness in such matters but too 
prevalent among the English jn the east, 
no effective quarantine has been or is likely 
to be established at these points. 

Several cases have already occurred on 
steamers trading from Hong Kong to the 
Chinese ports, but, so far, and this is en- 
couraging, without serious consequences, 
possibly on account of prompt action on the 
part of the ship’s surgeons. 

Japan Quarantines. , 
A quarantine system has been put inte 
operation in Japan, largely under Dr. El- 
dridge’s advice and personal supervision, 
imposing on all ships from the infected 
district a minimum detention of nine days, - 
when all are well on board, the 
in case of jnfection, Gating from the last. 
caste of death. As all the steamship lines, 
between Hong Kong and Japan are them- 
selves taking every precaution, so far but 
one infected vessel has reached a Japanese 
port. This was the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company’s Peru, on board of which, while 
at sea between Hong Kong and Nagasaki, 
one of th Chinese firemen died of unmis- 
takable and malignant plague, on June 4th, 
after but twenty-four hours’ fliness. The 
surgeon of the ship acted in an exception- 
ally prompt and intelligent manner, and 
though the ship was quarantined at Naga- 
saki for the term of nine days after the 
death no more cases occurred on board,

-. To Protect British Interests. 

The British cruiser Porpoise sailed froin 
Che Foo today to protect British interests 
in Corea. The Japanese minister in Seoul 
requested the king, before his capture, to 
demand the withdrawal of Chinese troops 
from Corea. He refused, and thereupon 
the Japanese troops advanced upon Seoul. 
After a brief encounter they routed the 
Coreans and occupied the royal palace. 
The king appealed to the representatives 
of European powers to intervene, but in 
vain. 

Reserves Orderéa Into Service. 

Yckohama, July 29.—The army and navy 
reserves have been summoned into service. 
Chinese residents of Japan are fleeing in 
large numbers. Reliable news has reached 
Tckio that the main body of Chinese troops 
crossed the northwestern frontier of Corea 
on July 2th. In official circles everybody 
is convinced that Chinese recent negotia- 
tions were a mere subterfuge to gain time 
and concentrate her forces with a view 
to combining witn the Coreans fo? an at- 
tack. It is rumored that the Japancse 
ships have been fired upon again from the 
shore. 

Fully a Hundred Killed. 

London, July 29.—Irhe Central News has 
this dispatch from Shanghai: 

“The Chinese warship, Tsao-Khan, which 
was captured by a Japanese warship off the 
coast of Round island, is a vessel of an ob- 
solete model. Although completely out- 
matched by the Japanese cruiser, the troop 
ship offered some resistance and lost fully 
a hundred men, killed and wounded, before 
she yielded. She was entirely disabled 
when the Japanese boarded her. 

“The troop ship, Kow-Shung, tried to get 
away as soon as the Japanese warships be- 
gan their attack, and made only a weak 
running fight. The Japanese guns_ swept 
her deck and carried off the Chinese soldiers 
by the. score. The latest estimate of the 
number aboard her js 1,700. Only 40 surviv- 
ed the foundering of the ship, They say that 
all her officers were killed before she went 
down. 

“The announcement that the rest of the 
Chinese transports arrived safely at Corea 
and landed their men is confirmed. On the 
Zith the Japanese fusilladed heavily ‘those 
who had landed on the 26th at Yan Chang. 
The Japanese officers hoped thus to prevent 
the ‘junction of the Chinese with the Co- 
reans near Seoul. Whether they accom- 
plished their object is not known. 

“No news of the hostilities“tan be ob- 
tained from Pekin. Code messages are 
refused at the telegraph offices and no 
otPer messages referring to current affairs 
are accepted. The outlying battalions of 
the northern Army are concentrating rap- 
idiy at Takua, the rendezvous from which 
the regiments ae embarked for Corea. 

“The work of preparing harbor defenses 
here advances at the entrance of the Yang- 
tse-Kiang. Great quantities of ammuni- 
tion have been purcht.zed by the govern- 
ment and are being collected at the ports 
for shipment. The exportation of rice and 
grain has been prohibited. Trade is 
paralyzed. The coasting steamers and 
emall craft are afraid to leave the harbors. 

' While everything looks and sounds like 
war, the Chinese officials continue to main- 
tain that war has not been declared.” 

The Central news agency says that in 
official circles here there is a strong feel- 
ing in favor of mediation on the part of 
the United States, although few Delieve 
that Japan and China would accept arbi- 
tration unless under considerable pressure. 
The Daily News says this morning: “It 
fs certain that whenever the Japanese and 
Chinese forces meet, on land or sea, they 
will fight, unless compelled to refrain by 
gome power or combination of powers that 
both must respect. It seems too late for 
mediation, although this basis yet remains, 
China being less sensitive on a point of 

honor than some other nations. That Corea 
must be reformed all impartial observers 
pdmit. The test of Japan’s sincerity is 
her alleged *willingness to retire on the 
completion of the reforms. It ought not 
to be difficult for the powers interested to 
guarantee tlie execution of the reforms and 
demand that both armies retire.”

She Delivers One of Her Harangues 
at a Negro Church. 

New York, July 29.—Miss Ida Wells, the 
famous negro lecturer, spoke to an enthu- 
siastic audience tonight at the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, on Sullivan 
street. It was her first public appearance 
since she returned from England, where 
she has been for the past six months de- 
livering lectures on lynchings in the south. 
The English people, she said, were “uston- 
ished at the cruelty perpetrated by Ameri- 
can whites upon the southern negroes. She 
declared that the negro is not free today, 
that he has been deprived of the power of 
the ballot and does not dare demand jus- 
tice. In conclusion Miss Wells said: ‘All 
we ask is that what is crime and law io 
the white man shall be crime and law to 
the negro.” 


Egyptian Sugar. 
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Warrants Are a Violation ot the Na- 
tional Bank Law, Is Absurd. 


Coffeeville, Miss., July 29.—Gpecial.)—The: 
attempt of the federal government to inter- 
“ferd with the iasuance of the special state 
warrants provided for by the last legisla- 
ture has created widespread comment 
among the people of Mississippi. Governor 
Stone has received an order from General 
Hazen, chief of the secrat service, to stop 
the issue of these warrants and to for- 
ward those in the state treasury to the 
department at Washington, and an order 
has also been gerved on the St. Louis 
Bank Note Company to stop the manu- 
facture of warrants, and send the plates 
to the treasury department. ‘The history 
of the issuarice of these warrants is brielily 
as follows: The constitution of 1890 con- 
tains a mandatory provision requiring the 
state legislature to expend $923,000 per 
year upon the public schools, This is an 
increase of $600,000 over’ the amount ex- 
pended for that purpose by the old law: 
The last legislature saw that this enor- 
mous expenditure would cause a deficit in 
the treasury, and to meet this deficit the 
warrant bill was passed. It was provided 
that the state should issue warrants to 
the amount of $200,000 in face value of $, 


$10 and $20, bearing 3 per cent interest, 
receivable for public debts and payabie in 
January, 189%. These warrants were issued 
by the governor, treasurer and auditor, 
and they were sent out to the various 
counties in the state and paid out to 
teachers in the public schools. Fifty thou- 
sand dollars was distributed in this way. 
These warrants closely resembied the cur- 
rency of the Wnited States, and it is for 
this reason that the federal authorities 
have seen fit to interfere, and we have 
the strange and unusual spectacle of a 
subordinate official of the ‘treasury de- 
partment at Washington serving’ a manda- 
tory order upon the chief executive ot 
a sovereign state to stop executing the laws 
made by its legislative tribunals. 

Genera] Hazen may be a man of supreme 
and exalted power as a federal detective in 
dealing with crimes against the laws o/ 
congress, but his jurisdiction surely doe» 
not extend gver the governor of a great 
state. This. action of the general govern- 
ment brings up a serious question. Gover- 
nor Stone has promptly refused’ to comply 
with the order of General Hazen, and thus 
a conflict between federal and state author- 
ities is brought about. Governor Stone 
holds that the order served upon him is 
an unwarranted interference on the part 
of the federal government in the affairs 
of a sovereign state; that it is an attempt 
at encroachment on state prerogatives 
ang an unlawful attempt to prevent thé 
issuance of bills of credit by a state. This 
action is an evident challenge of the con- 
stitutional right of a state to deal with 
such matters, and it involves a grave ques- 
tion of constitutional law. 

The claim that the warrants resemble 
too closely the currency of the. United 
States; that it is a technical breach; of 
the law against counterfeiting is.an ab- 
surdity upon its face, The.idea of 4 state 
being brought before the bar of gubiic 
opinion on such a charge is as ludicrous 
as it is absufd. From the very foundation 


‘of our government to this good day it has 


been conceded that the states have the 
power to emit bills of credit; this right has 
never before been questioned. The con- 
gress has impliediy sanctioned this. uni- 
versal’usage by placing a tax of 10 per cent 
on all money issued by state authority, 
and by this act conceding the right of a 
state to deal with its own finances. If the 
general government can thus, by its mere 
ipse dixit, step in and throw into confusion 
the finances of a state, stop the payment of 
public debts and block the wheels of gov- 
ernment, then are the states of this union 
helpless. Your correspondent has consulted 
one of the highest legal authorities in the 
state upon this question, and his opinion 
was that the state has undoubted legal 
authority to issue bills of credit. The out- 
come of this entanglement is doubtful. 
The authorities at Washington will doubt- 
less persist in demanding: that the issue 
of warrants be suppressed, and Governor 
Stone will remain firm in his refusal to 
suppress them, and this refusal will bring 
on a legal contest between the federal and 
state agthorities. The people of Mississippi 
are with Governor Stone. They have wun- 
bounded confidence in his officia] acts, and 
faith in his rugged honesty and strong 
common sense. Our people believe that 
this controversy will result in the vindi- 
cation of the state in its right to attend 
to its own local affairs.

The democratic state convention meets 
in this city next Thursday and the near 
approach of the day renders it both 
timely and necessary that The Consti- | 
tution should call attention to a few 
facts that are of interest to the demo- 
cratic party of Georgia, and to those 
who desire to promote welfare. of 
the party. : 
We presume that there is not a mem- 
ber of the state convention unfamiliar 
with the more prominent features of 
the campaign of 1892. It is well known 
that in that campaign a most serious 
defection in the ranks of the party in 
this state was threatened. The third 
party leaders had everything primed } 
for breaking up the democratic organi- 
gation. They depended on the farmers’ 
alliance and those democrats who were 
suspicfous of the goldbug financial 
policy to break away from the demo- 
cratic party and swell the ranks of the 
organization that had been built up 
under the auspices of Mr. Watson and 
other populist leaders. } 
At this eritical juncture the state con- 
vention met and passed a free coinage 
resolution. The Constitution and other 
democratic newspapers, as well as the 
democratic campaign speakers, lifted 
the issue away from Mr. Cleveland’s 
financial views, and turned their atten- 
tion wholly to the pledges made to the 
people in the Chicago platform. There 


other class of democrats, that the finan- 
cial pledge of the democratic platform 
meant the repeal of only a part of the 
Sherman law and the re-establishment 
of the single gold standard which had 
convulsed our commerce and ruined the 
business interests of the country in 1873. 
There was no pretense, indeed, that that 
pledge meant anything less than the 
free coinage of silver by the United 
States mints at a ratio of 16 to 1. Such 
a pretense would probably have been 
fatal to the suceess of the democratic 
campaign in this state. : 

But the great body of voters who were 
ready to go into the third party rather 
than endorse the single gold standard 
and John Sherman’s policy of contrac- 
tion, were held in line by the declara- 
tion of leading democratic speakers and 
newspapers that the financial pledge 
meant the free coinage of silver—that 
it meant nothing less than the reversal 
of the republican policy of contraction 
and embezzlement by means of the con- 
stantly increasing value of the dollar 
unit. The result was a democratic ma- 
jority of 70,000. 

Now this whole questicn will come be- 
fore the state convention which meets 
in Atlanta next Thursday, and it is a 
question .that will have to be disposed 
of. It can be dodged, and it can be 
straddled, but it cannot be suppressed. 
What does the convention propose to 
do about it? The people of the state 
do not want the question suppressed or 
evaded, and we fail to see what demo- 
cratic policy is to be subserved by sup- 
pression or evasion. The Constitution 
is of the opinion that the members of 
the state convention owe it to them- 
selves and to their constituents to meet 
this great, this paramount issue fairly 
and squarely and deal-with it as the 
overwhelming majority of democratic 
voters would have it dealt with. If the 
members of the convention think that 
the hour has come for the party in this 


crime of gold monometallism, it should 
make that fact known in a strong and 
positive way. 

If, on the other hand, the members of 
the convention believe that the party 
should continue to stand for the inter- 
ests and welfare of the people, as 
against the selfish claims of the bond- 
holders and moneyed monopolists, they 
should ren their allegiance to the 
Chicago platform in an unmistakable 
way, place Mr. Atkinson on his own 
emphatic and democratic interpretation 
of the financial pledge, declare for the 
free coinage of silver by the United 
States independently of the monarchies 
of Europe, and endorse the efforts of 
our senators and representatives to se- 
ag a substi- 
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silver. 
For that reason we.urge the state: 


will meet the just expectations of the 
democratic voters of the state—a plat- 
form that will put an-end to party de- 
fection, and that will strengthen the 
organization and make it whole again. 


Hon. Patrick Walsh. 


It is a source of much gratification to 
the many friends of this distinguished 
earnestness 
with which he has, from his seat in 
the senate, taken every opportunity to 
defend the democratic platform, and 
to force recognition of the imperative 
demand that every one of its pledges be 
materialized into law. 

No senator has been more varnest in 
behalf of the redemption of every pledge 
of the platform than Senator Walsh. 
In not a single instance has he failed. 
He has persistently advocated a repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on state banks, 
has joined hands most earnestly with 
his democratic colleagues who have 
been endeavoring ,to force prompt re- 
alization of the democratic promise of 
tariff reform, and, for more than any- 
thing, he is to be commended for the 
zeal with which he has championed the 
sentiment of his people in the matter. of 
financial legislation.

When Senator Walsh was invited to 
deliver the long oration at the recent 
Fourth of July Tammany celebration, 
he did not trim his sails to suit a New 
York audience, but, on the other hand, 
took this opportunity to defend the de- 
mands of his people by urging the in- 
come tax and the free coinage of silver, 
on both of which points his remarks 
were received with great applause, 
showing that even in New York these 
great economic questions are not with- 
out strong sympathizers. 

The Constitution writes this of Sen- 
ator Walsh simply because it always 
gives us infinite pleasure to accord 
praise to.a public servant whose duty 
is performed as zealously and as devot- 
edly as Senator Walsh is performing 
his. 

He is a noble Georgian of whom the 
whole state is proud. 


Free Coal. 

The issue involved in the seftlement 
of the tariff controversy now going on 
between the house and the senate has 
narrowed itself to one proposition, and 
on an agreement concerning this ques- 
tion seems to depend the passage of a 
tariff bill. 

It is very well for some to say, with- 
out a knowledge of the inside facts 
prompting the course of either the sen- 
ate or the house, that one or the other 
is to blame. Some impulsively blame 
the house and others the senate. It is 
not the purpose of The Constitution to 
place the blame upon either body, but 
it may be well to take a look into the 
situation and present the real point at 
issue, so that the public may be its own 
judge. 

The question is simply this—shall this 
country permit the importation of 


da keeps a tax of 67 cents a ton on our 
coal, or shall we permit Canadian coal 
free passage across our borders only on 
condition that Canada allows the same 
privilege to our coal exported for Cana- 
dian use. 

A syndicate of capitalists have gotten 
possession of the vast ceal deposits of 
Newfoundland, that belong to the Cana- 
dian government, which, at a handsome 
royalty, has disposed of its rich posses- 
sion on a long-term lease. With free 
coal into the United States, and a duty 
of 67 cents per ton on coal sent from 
this country into Canada, the Newfound- 
land coal syndicate, in which the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad is also largely inter- 
ested, expects not only to hold absolute 
control of the coal trade of Canada, but 
also, not content with shutting our coal 
out of the Canadian markets, to supply 
the New England states with coal at 
the expense and loss of the great coal 
judustry of the United States. 

Now the senate says to the house that 
thjs is an unequal and unfair proposi- 
tion. It will promptly agree to admit 
Canatlian coal free of duty on condition 
that Canada fecfprocates by permitting 
our coal free passage across its borders. 
This, however, does not commend itself 
to the Canadian coal syndicate,” and on 
the merits of this proposition the sen- 
ate and the house are now in confer- 


Let us see how it is that.the Néw- 
foundland coal syndicate is not ready 
to yield free intercourse in the coal 
trade between the United States and 
Canada. As.it is now, with a duty of 
67 cents a ton the exportation of our 
coal into Canada is but a small ‘consid- 
eration.. The Newfoundland coal very 
largely supplies the Canadian demand, 
and ‘the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
reaching from the Atlantic on the one 
side to the Pacific\on thé other, and 
being in a great measure the commer- 
cial artery of Canada, is naturally large- 
ly interested in keeping our coal out of 
Canada, as it receives tribute from every 
ton ‘of coal carried from the Newfound- 
land mines and distributed over its 
lines to all parts of Canada. With 
our coal having free . entrance 
into Canada, the  provinees of 
‘Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and the other 
sections of Canada be@ome virtually in- 


monopoly, because the product of the 
‘United. States mines, being within . 
nearer reach and haying the advantage 
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The Constitution would like to see 
free coal, and we would like to see it 
embraced in such a measure as is agreed 
upon; but it should come only in the 
shape of free coal for both countries. 
Congress should never permit Canada to 
levy a duty of 67 cents a ton on Coal 
sent from this country to come in com- 
petition with Canadian coal, and at the 
same time allow Canada the advantage 
of the free importation of its coal into 
this country. eS. 

Of course, nobcdy believes that Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s position in the matter 
is controlled by his friendly interest ‘in 
Mr. Whitney, Mr. Russell and others 
who are largely interested in the Cana- 
dian coal syndicate, This is a charge 
trumped up by the republicans, which 
does the president an injustice. Of 
course, free Canadian coal would bene 
fit the New England states, and as New 
England is not internally interested in 
the coal Industry, it does not see the 
equity involved in the just treatment 
of that great fndustry in other, states. 
Thé president’s associgtions have been 
so closely identified with the New Eng- 
land states that it is entirely natural 
that he should sympathize with the New 
England demand. We are perfectly 
satisfied that he does so honestly. We 
believe, however, that he will, in due 
time, accept as just the proposition that 
we should have free coal from both 
sides of the line, and that on such a 
} settlement will be found the basis on 
which the house and the senate will ar- 
rive at a conclusion on the tariff bill. 

This will be just and it will be dem- 
ocratic, and since the senate is pre- 
pared to concede it, it is the duty of 
the house to accept it. : 


Arn Object Lesson in Contraction. 


The tax digests now coming into the 
office of the comptroller zeneral, prom- 
ise to keep up the record of last year 
in the contraction of values. . 

When the digests of 1893 began to 
come in the scattering returns of con- 
tracted values attracted early atteation, 
which was aroused into alarm as the 
falling off crept into millions of dollars. 
When a decrease of ten millions was 
reached, and the end was not in sight, 
it began to be feared that the revenue 
based upon estimated returns could not 
be reached. That calamity was averted, 
however, but not without the establish- 
ment of the ugly fact that over twelve 
millions of values had been wiped out. 
This loss would have been one million 
dollars greater had it not been for the 
‘enforced increase in Fulton county, 
where the state officers pursued the 
property holder with the city assess- 
ment. 

Many reasons were assigned for this 
falling off in values. There were those 
who asserted that it was because the 
people had taken advantage of the aboli- 
tion of the boards of equalization. Such 
an attack upon the honesty of the peo- 
ple of Georgia should not be entertained 
for an instant. The values had been 
brought up to the high standard of 1891 
without the aid of the equalizers, and 
theif disappearance in 1893, as solemnly 
attested by the people, cannot be ascrib- 
ed to @shonesty. 

Again in 1894 we are promised another 
squeeze in the digest. Haralson county 
will show a falling off of $217,237, more 
than haif of which decline falls on rural 
property. ‘This record, if kept up, as 
appearances now indicate, will amount 
to about fifteen million doHars in the 
state. In other words the people of 
Geofgia, under oath before officers of 
the state, will testify to a loss of about 
twenty-seven million dollars in two 
years. The witness is unimpeachable, 
and his evidence must be accepted a 
a solid fact. , 

What has become of this property, 
or rather of its value, for the property 
itself is still here? Our lands are as 
fertile as ever, our farmers and pro- 
ducers work as diligently as they did 
in 1891 and 1892, railroads and other 
improvements for which money was 
spent, are still here, with the same 
necessity for their continued existence. 
There is not a railroad, not a factory, 
not a storehouse and not a farm in the 
state which is unnecessary. Still, with 
abundance of work and trade and a 
market for all products of the soil, there 
is @ moneyed shrinkage of twenty-seven 
million dollars, 

There is but one explanation for this 
state of affairs and that is that twenty- 
seven million dollars of values have 
béen squeezed out of the state in order 
to bring the whole within the compass 
of “the sound dollar,” which the syndi- 
cates of New England want to force 
upon the country. The values of Geor- 
gia, as expressed in gold monometal- 
lism, are reduced this amount tothe 
joy of th> coupon-clipper and the in- 
creased indebtedness of the man who 
has the bill to pay. 

Meanwhile, let the people watch the 
tax returns as they are received by the 
comptroller general. * 
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Women May Not Vote. 


Without inviting a controversy with 
the ladies who are advocating woman 
suffrage, it may be stated that their 
cause has received a very black eye in 
New York. ; 


the plea of the women before the con- 
stitutional convention of New York. 
In that state there are more-women of 
independent means than in any other 
state, more women engaged in vocations 
which made them independent of men 
and really separate factors in the body 
politic. Whe full force of what strong- 
minded women ‘had done for the estab- 
lishment of their sex as the rival rather 
than the companion of the male sex, was 
presented by speakers capable of rep- 
resenting any cause, A victory in-New 
York. would have been at once the shib- 
boleth of a successful crusade in every 
other state in the union. Defeat meant 
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given them in the courts and elsewhere, 


that-they should often be saved against 
themselves. The fact that the demand 
for suffrage comes from women who 
are recognized as specialists and not 
from the great mass of wives and 
mothers, indi¢ates that the sex is not 
suffering for the privilege of voting. As 
for the few who do want to vote, the 
oddity of their situgtion will compen- 
sate them to some extent for the few 
offices for which they are ineligible of 
being candidates. 

In the meantime, we have said noth- 
ing, and if some suffragist thinks we 
have and insists upon writing a card, 
all is withdrawn without the necessity 
of reading it. 


A Question of Fish. 

The British and French fishermen 
are quarreling off the coast of New- 
foundland concerning the catching of 
lobsters. Men-of-war have been or- : 
dered to the scene, as they have been 
periodically for a century past. 

The difficulty dates from the treaty 
of Utrecht, in 1713, whereby France 
ceded Newfoundland to Great Britain, 
reserving the right to “catch fish and 
dry them on the island.” At that time 
Newfoundland was but a fishing station 
with no local population entitled to any 
rights in the matter. In order to prevent 
the possibility of such a population, the 
British naval authorities took severe 
measures to keep settlers off the island. 
In the course of time, gowever, they 
came, and they new enjoy a colonial 
government, by grace of the queen. 

Though the waters all around them 
teem with fish yet they cannot engage 
in that industry because it would “inter- 
rupt” the French in the same pursuit. 
They have appealed to the mother coun- 
try for release from this grievance, but 
the mother Country is so bound up by 
treaty stipulations with France that the 
little colony is ordered to be silent. 

The Newfoundland government holds 
that the mother country made a mistake 
in having given the French the rights 
they have. To them such privileges 
appear burdensome, such as the colony 
ought not be asked to submit to. The 
modus vivendi reached a few years 
ago the Newfoundlanders hold to be an 
outrage, made by her majesty’s gov- 
ernment more for the purpose of main- 
taining its own genial relations with 
.rance than with a view to the inter- 
ests of the island colony. 

The only solution is for the British to 
purchase from France the _ privileges 
which she enjoys, but as the price asked 
would be the abandonment of some 
rights which the British enjoy elsewhere 
thece are many complications in the 
way.

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Money in Fruit. 

The recent mid-summer fair in Tifton 
was a valuable object lesson, showing 
the possibilities within the reach of all 
our agriculturists. : 

‘The principal exhibitors were Captain 
Irb¥, of the Cycloneta farm, in Irwin 
county, and Dr. Wilson, of the Key- 
stone Fruit Company, in Worth county. 
The Cycloneta farm was started by the 
Georgia Southern and Florida Railroad 
Company, in 12888, ard its history since 
has been a demonstration of the won- 
derful work which a little intelligence 
will accomplish. Sometime later Dr. 
Wilson entered the field of fruit-growing. 
Th2 Tifton Gazette says that his early | 
efforts were unaided by capital, but the, 
scientific and practical value of his ex- 
periments brought capital to his hand, 
and vineyards, orchards and bowers of 
beauty sprung up as if by magic, and 
the property which he now controls 
rivals that of Cycloneta. It was no 
wonder, then, that at the recent fair Dr. 
Wilson and members of his family car- 
ried: off 20 per cent of all the prizes 
offered. 

It is true that in occasional years the 
fruit crop will fail, but the great uni- 
form success of the business fully over- 
comes all these losses. Even in a year 
like the present one, vigilance and in- 
telligence need not fail of reward. As 
an instance may be mentioned the suc- 
cess of Mr. W. O. Tifton, of Tifton. 
Last week he consigned ten crates of 
peaches to northern markets for which 
he realized $71, or $10 a bushel. During 
the March freeze Mr. Tifton kept saw- 
dust fires burning in his peach orchard. 
For this watchfulness he is new reap- 
ing a rich reward as indicated by the 
price he received for his first shipment. 
The Albany Herald, in commenting upon 
this incident, says: 


Of course, such prices as above named 
cannot be relied upon to obtain every year, 


but the time has never been yet when 
‘there was not an active market for Georgia 


peaches. They are always in demand, and 
while this industry has grown wonderfully 
in this section of late years, may be 
safely said that it is yet in its infancy. It 
has been clearly demonstrated that tne soil 
and climate here are equal, if not superior to 
famous. California. Certainly the soil is 
better; the crop may not be so certain, but 
it is infinitely better to have an occasional 
severe winter that the health of the sec- 
tion may remain good.

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GORMAN BURNED IT UP. 


One of Cleveland's Earliest Campaign 
Documents, 
From The New York Sun. 

When Genator Gorm an, of Maryland, 
arose in the United States senate yesterday 
and told of his~experiences with President 
Cleveland on the compromise tariff bill 
there were democrats who recalled the first 
meeting of the two men. 

It was ten years ago, almost to a day. 
Governor Cleveland had just been nomina- 
ted by the democratic convention at Chi- 
cago. Senator Gorman had been made 
chairman of the national democratic com- 
mittee. He had never seen Mr. Cleveland. 
The Maryland statesman had met all of 
the great democratic headers in the na- 
tion. He was the personal friend of Dan- 
lel Manning, who probably more than any 
single man in New York state brought 
about the nomination of Mr. Cleveland at 
Chicago. Governor Cleveland had been for- 
mally notified of his nomination, and the 
headquarters of the national dembcratic 
committee had been cpened in New York 
city. The story that is now told of the 
first meeting between Governor Cleveland 
and Chairman Gorman waa told to a Sun 
reporter by Mr. Manning in the Western 
National bank almost immediately after 
Mr. Manning retired from Mr. Cleveland’s 
cabinet as secretary of the treasury.

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How to Revive Trade.

The greatest drawback to trade now in 
the west, as well as in the east, is the un- 
cer. iinty about the result of the tariff ficht 
im congress. So long as that matter c:a- 
tinues unsettled, just so long will the com- 
plete restoration of trade be delayed. This 
delay in the tariff settlement is preventing 
+.@ re-employment of thousands of men 
thrown out of work by the business depres- 
sion and the railroad strike. It is, in ad- 
dition, preventing the restoration of wages, 
which were reduced by many eStablish- 
ments which have not suspended work. 
The needless delay was one of the main 
causes—if not the principal one—of the re- 
cent railroad and coal mine strikes, and it 
is liabie to cause other labor troubles of 
the same or a similar kind. 

Congress holds the key to the situation. 
It cam end the business depression of the 
country within a week by passing a bill of 
some kind. While the business interests 
of the tountry would be benefited most by 
the passage of the bill as it was sent to the 
senate, any agreement between the two 
houses would be better than mone at all, 
If congress should adjourn without pass- 
ing this bill in some shape the present bus- 
iness depression would continue throughout 
the year and a great deal longer. This 
tariff fight must be settled before the ad- 
jou_nment cof congress, and the settlement 
should come without unmecessary delay.

Sidewalks were undermined and left with 
yawning excavations; houses were flooded, 
and water rushed down the streets like a 
mill race, forming ponds four or five feet 
deep in low places. 

It was the greatest rainfall Atlanta has 
experienced in many. @ day and the sunlight 
will no doubt disclose more widespread 
damage than could be calculated at a late 
hour last night. 

Before the rain had ceased to fall the 

telephone at police headquarters began to 
call the officers with requests for assistance 
and the racket was kept up until far in the 
night. 
. Residents on Bell street were for a short 
while forced to abandon their homes. The 
wate, came in a gush, carrying everything 
before it and flooding residences and stores 
to the depth of two or three feet. 

At the corner of Bell street and Edge- 
wood avenue nearly every article of mer- 
chandise and furniture in a restaurant was 
inundated. 3 

The owner telephoned to police head- 
quarters for assistance. When the officers 
arrived water was two or three feet deep 
in the house, and watermelons and other 
articles in stock were floating on the sur- 
face. 
The rush of the water down Decatur 
Street was like a mad torrent on a moun- 
tain side, The sidewalks were overflowed, 
ard at the corner of Decatur and Pratt 
streets the sidewalks caved into the sewer, 
leaving a hole five or six feet deep by;ten 
feet. wide. — 

The sidewalk in front of the Lynch build- 
ing, on Decatur, between Piedmont avenue 
and Butler street, was undermined in two 
pleces, leaving the place dangerous and 
unsightly. 

On Bowles street, between Bell and But- 
ler, a lake formed that would have floated 
a small canoe, and all of the houses in the 
neighborhood were more or less threatened 
with washouts underneath. 

The storm lasted about thirty minutes, 
and the fearful downpour of rain was ac- 
celerated by vivid flashes of lightning and 
deafening, peals of thunder. The air was 
so heavily charged with electricity that the 
street cars were compelled to suspend op- 
erations. In some parts of the city gar- 
dens were laid in waste and handsome 
lawns fluted with gullies.

How the Carnegie Concerns and the Illi- 
no:s Stee] Company Supply the En- 
tire Market.

Pittsburg, Pa., July 27.—(Specia) Corres- 
pondence.)—Much dissatisfaction, covert 
and open, is expressed by jron and ste:

B. F. Jones. As usual, when tariff changes 
anz in the wind, the manufacturers of Alle- 
gheny county are rajsing a howl that they 
are on the brink of ruin, and making a 
barefaced bluff that reductions in import 
duties would mean suspension of operations 
for them, starvation for their workmen 
and an awesome catastrophe in gneral., 

But these things are said for effect, and 
ere not characteristic of the real opinions 
of many of the foremost men jn the indus- 
try. While it is almost impossible to get 
manufacturers to talk as they believe for 
publication, the truth will out in conver- 
gation among themselves and those with 
whom thoy are familiar. And in these oc- 
casional filterings of unadulterated and 
heartfelt feelings there is much to greatly 
surprise those entertaining the upinion that 
all iron manufacturers are high tariff men— 
an opinion as grossly misteak:n as the sup- 
position would be that all Christians are 
Protsetants. 

For so long have the manufacturers been 
accustomed to exaggerate and misrepresent 
the effects of and neasons for high tariff, 
that force of habit and fear of public opin- 
icn combined, present an almost insupera- 
ble opposition to the innermost recesses of 
their brains, where this truth is known and 
recognized. 

But there are some, mostly found among 
those who have not dabbled in the game of 
politics, who consent to give their opinions 
to the public whilb. withholding their names, 
and a still more select few leap the barriers 
of deception raised by cowardice, and enter 
the arena of upblic opinion to do battle 
for the right, strong in their moral courage 
and careless of the sayings of their business 
acquaintances, Again there are some, pos- 
ing as high tariff men, who have become 
go “utterly disgusted with the Beaders’ meth- 
ods that they positively refuse to longer 
lend either moral or finahcial support to a 
movement seeking the maintenance of th 
existing schedule. From men of these class- 
es the following information 1s derived, and 
thus facts are givon to the public which 
never saw daylight before. 


Some of the Facts. 


Many are inclined to repudiate the Swank- 
Jones letter entirely. Some account for it 
by the necessity that Statistician Swank 
should earn his Hving, others by the fact 
that Mr. Jones is pre-occupied and ill, while 
occasionally the two causes are combined. 

Manufacturers (of course all this compar- 
atively in.camera)-point out that some kinds 
of Allegheny iron even now undersell the 
British product in Canada, where both com- 
petitors are on equal tariff torms and that 
though profits in such transactions are 
small with existing wages, they do not 
differ in that respect from the returns in 
domestic trade. When domstic trade im- 
proves the Canadian transactions may be 
relinquished, but it is enough to know that 
they can be conducted on a business basis. 

Fictitious booms, with disastrous reac- 
tions, are ascribed to the speculation pro- 
duc2d by fluctuations in prices due to an ar- 
tificial system of import duties. There is 
general dissatisfaction with top-notch tar- 
iff expressed, on account of its constant 
precariousness of existence, and an almost 
unanimous outcry is heard for a compro- 
mise reduction compatible with pormanence 
and promising some degree of assured cer- 
tainty. 

At high tariff’s door is laid the responsibil- 
ity for illicit trusts and combinations, and 
in this connection, the following was learn- 
ed with regard to the steel rail combine 
which is unsurpassed, if equaled, by the 
motorious sugar trust as a money maker: 

With the present demand for steel rails, 

the Carnegie concerns and the Illinois Steel 
Company supply the entire domestic mar- 
ket, while their monopolistic profits liberally 
compensate the owners of plants like those 
at Sparrow Point, Johnstown and Steelton 
guring thir idleness. 
_ On steel billets the duty is $6.72 per ton, 
and on steel rails it is $13.50. @he cost of 
making rails is little, if any, more than 
$1 over that of billets; yet, of late, rails 
have never sold at less than $6 per ton 
above the price of billets, and at present 
they are bringing $29, while billets are offer- 
ed at $19. 

From thes: exorbitant, monopolistic prof- 
fits the combine pays such of its constituent 
firms as are idle, $3 per ton on amounts 
fixed by the proportions of their respective 
capacities to the aggregate output capacity 
of the trust; thi: active plants still retain- 
ing a handsome dividend. And, as above 
stated, the Carnegie interests and the Lili- 
nois Steel Company, comprising about half 
the combination’s membership, dre alone 
ppierative at present. 

This arrangement, in flagrant violation of 
the anti-trust law and the constitution is ob- 
viously due to the tariff arrangi:ments, with- 
out which it would be impossible. This is 
one of the typical cases in which high du- 
ties foster trusts to the enormous profit of 
their organizers and the loss of the general 
public ‘whose jnterests are identical with 
those of the consumer. Billet makers, after 
deducting brokers’ commissions, which are 
not allowed in rail transactions, obtain a 
fair profit on capital invested. It should be 
meedless to point out that the annual re- 
turns secured to these rail mills by the 
high tariff, aggregate, from their output of 
hundreds of thousands of tons; an amount 
which would grace the coffers of the United 
States treasury, or any less widely yawning 
vaults. 

The opinion is growing general among 
fron and stéel manufacturers that tariff re- 
ductions must come, and that, if they come 
quickly and to stay, their coming will be 
att2nded by far less djsturbance than pro- 
fessional alarmists would have people be- 
lieve. In fact, the feeling is not uncommon 
that reductions may even be large and the 
change still have its compensations. All 
a@eree that the suspense of uncertainty is 
injurious to commerce, and would gladly 
have it ended once for all. 

Tirere js, however, one notable exteption 
tc this symposium, and that is found in the 
almost universality of the plea for a main- 
tenance of high, protective duties in the tin 
piate industries. Whether this is uncon- 
sciously due to the fact that tin plate mak- 
ing has not yet had tim: to thoroughly test 
the value of such a tariff is unknown. But 
the unanimous cry is: “Give tin plate a 
chance.” “Why,” said one manufacturer, 

head of a firm which has continued 
rations and cash payments in full dur- 
ing the passing period of sertingency and 
svspensions—‘‘why, the boast of the Weish 
tin plate maker is that he makes tin plate 
just as his father did before him.

The following interviews were obtainea 
' from typical, leading manufacturers, or 
brokers, and -where their names are not 
given, the omission is due to the reasons 


ruinous. . 
“On the other hand, a moderate tarifm 


would forbid unnatural and forced rises ; 


in .prices, and obviate their resultant 


evils.” . 

Asked what. would be the result of reduc- 
ing the tariff'on cotton ties by two-thirds, 
Mr. Clark continued: Hy 

“The duty on cotton ties is now 60 cents 
per bundle of forty-five pounds. Current 
prices are very few cents more than this. 
With the duty reduced to 2 cents Pitts- 
burg could still put cotton ties in New 
Orleans at a less price than isngiand. 
Profits would, naturally, be reduced to do 
this, but the elimination of uncertainty 
would bring mental relief, and that is worth 
something. | 

“Trusts and monopolies, as every ra- 
tiona] man knows, and every honest man 
admits, are the direct outcome of the ex- 
isting high tariff.” 

One of the oldest and best known tron 
brokers of this city, when interviewed on 
the subject, said: 

“The McKinley Dill, as it stands today, 
is the father of all trusts and has begot- 
ten thieves by law.” 

He then devoted several minutes to 
trusts in general, and the sugar trust in 
particula:, banishing them al) ta uttermost 
perdition with forcible expressions of dam- 
nation. 

“Hush!” he almost hissed. “Me Wwno 
says a word against the iron or steel in- 
dustries of Allegheny county in this office, 
imperils his life and is liable to be hariged 
at short notice.” 

James Hemphill, of McIntosh, Hemphill 
& Co., said: ; 

‘I am sick and tired of the whole thing. 
I have not read the Swank-Jones letter, 
have given it no attention, and shall nct 
interest myself, financially or ctherwise, 
in the movement to maintain the high tar- 
iff. I do not, however, favor any quick 
action in slashing the tariff. Everything 
is tending -toward free trace, and the hor- 
rible suspense and uncertainty is causing 
the trouble.” ' 

When asked whether he did not think 
that manufacturers’ committees grossly 
misrepresented things in Washington, Mr. 
Hemphill replied: 

“They remind me very much of the man 
who sues for $25,000 damages, and is very 
well pleased if he gets $5. I really think 
things are very much misrepresented to 
McKinley.’’ 

A high officer of the Carnegie concerns 
had the following to say: 

“We are not bothering ourselves about 
the situation and don’t intend to. we 
have no fear whatever of British compe- 
tion; our mills are ahead of the times, 
while theirs are behind. Throw down the 
tariff wall entirely and, while of course 
wages will suffer, we can still pay our men 
1@ per cent more than English manufact- 
urers do today.” 

He alse endorsed Mr. Hemphill’s remarks 
with regard to misrepresentation by com- 
mittees ip Washington. 

One of the firm of Humphreys, Vander- 
vort & Co., the leading iron brokers of 
Pittsburg, delivered himself to this et- 
fect: 

‘“l believe a just and certain tariff would 


be best for all concerned: but, whatever | 
Uncertainty 


they do, I hope will be lasting. 
is upsetting all calculati¢ns.”’ 

Referring te the duty on and selling price 
of cotton ties, he said: 

“Such a duty is absurd.” 

Thomas Marshall, of the Marshal] Foun- 
dry and Construction Company, spoke as 
follows: 

“T have not given the matter of tariff 
much thought, but I am not narrow-mind- 
ed and can see where reforme in the pres- 
ent system can de no harm. I believe that 
the democrats have the interests of the 
country at heart.” 


The Platform and the Tariff. 
From The Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The free importation of raw materials fs 
not a “democratic principle,” as Mr. Cleve- 
land so glibly asserts in his letter to Mr. 
Wilson. He cannot find an allusion’ to 
it, as such, in any democratic platform. 
It is an invention of New England mug- 
wumps, and was started by them as a bait 
to catch New England manufacturers, who 
favored protection. The more articles of 
raw material that are admitted free the 
higher the duty. will have to be on the 
other imports. This would be good policy 
for the New England manufacturers. They 
would have to pay no duties on what they 
buy, and would be protected by higher 
duties on what they make to sell. And 
this is Mr. Cleveland’s subject for a tariff 
for revenue only. He is supported by Mr. 
Wilson, and college professors generally. 
These gentlemer have discovered that noth- 
ing has ever been done in the matter of 
raising money on scientific principles. The 
wisdom that comes from experience goes 
for nothing with them. It always seems 
to run against their acientific methods. 

The only reference to free raw materials 
which will bé found in any democratic 
platform is in the last one, where the 
placing of some of them in the free list ts 
treated as a desirable escape from some of 
the burdens of the McKinley act. But this 
is only treated as an expedient. 

The platform demands that both the Mc- 
Kinley act and the expedient shall give 
way to a tariff for revenue only. The

Some of Our Giirgainn. 
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They Were Sextalinte Though Not Fatally 
Injured-It Came Wear Being o 
Frightiul Wreck. 


The cvolness and nerve of two motormen 
in the employ of the Atlanta Traction Com- 
pany very narrowly averted yesterday even- 
ing what would doubiless have beep the 
mcst disastrous accident in the history of 
Atlanta street railways. 

These two men—I. Reed and 8. J. Casen— 
deserve unstinted praise for the courage 
and presence of mind they displayed at a 
time fraught with great danger to thei 
both. ‘ 

Notnwitkstanding the /jraiseworthy work 
of these twe men, two passengers were 
hurt. One of them was a negro woman 
living at 166 Magnolia street, and the other 
was also a negro woman living at 66 Hunni- 
cutt street, 

An open car, No. 2, left the postoftice 
last evening at 5:15 o’cloca for East Lake 
via the Atlanta Traction Cmopany’s line. 
The car was in charge of Motorman Casen 
and Conductor C, L. Wood, and was heuv- 
ily loaded With passengers bound for East 
Lake. 

This car was: scheduled to meet car No. 
23, a closed car from Decatur, at the East 
Lake junction, about one and a half miles 
this side of Decatur. Car No. 22 was sup- 
posed to wait at the junction for the out- 
going car. The incoming car was in charge 
of Motorman Reed and Conductor Uil- 
more, \ | 

When the outgoing car was going down 
@ grade, about three hundred yards from 
the East Lake junction, the motorman 
and passengers were suddenly electrified 
with fright by the sight of a car coming 
down the opposite grude on the same track 
at full speed, 

Some one shouted “a runaway car,” 
and quick as a flash Motorman Casen put 
on the brakes and, stopping the car, re- 
versed it and started back up the hill. 

The runaway was a closed car coming 
from Decatur and was filled to overflowing 
principally with negro women who had 
been. attending some colored society mect- 
ing at Decatur. 

When this car reached the junction where 
it should have waited for the outgoing car, 
Motorman Reed tried to stop it by putting 
on the brakes. However, for some reason, 
the brakes refused to work and the car 
continued on its course down the hill. 

The other car was quickly sighted by 
the motorman and he stuck to his post 
and struggled manfully to stop the car, 
but in vain. 

By this time the passengers had also be- 
come aware of the impending danger and 
the scene was simply indescribable.- 

The negroes jumped off, fell off, and were 
ptched off by each other in their frantic 
efforts to save themselves. They fought 
and raved and it is really wonderful that 
a number of them were not badly nurt. 

The conductor and motorman all this 
time retained their presence of ‘mind, and 
with rare judgment kept shouting to the 
passengers to keep still, but to ne avail, 

The car continued on its wild run down 
the hi and only stopped when it had 
spent the force of its momentum. It dAnally 
stopped partly up the opposite hill. The 
other car had by this time gone safely out 
of the. way.
